State of Utah, Office of the Legislative Fiscal Analyst1/28/2013, 03:38 PM, Lead Analyst: Leishman, B./Attorney: AOS

Beginning in FY 2018, school districts may see an increase in budgeting costs of $0 to $25,000 per 

school, or up to $20.5 million.  To enable more local budgeting, school districts would likely see cost 

savings at the school district level of up to $20.5 million.
